A catcher at Wake Forest 
University, he signed a bonus contract with Phillies in 1962, and spent 1/2 seasons as a 
Miami catcher. Reared in Wilmington, Delaware where he attended Tower Hill School. Born 
in Philadelphia, May 3, 1940, married to the former Jill Marie Paige of Riverside, Illinois, and 
father of sons Jimmy and Bobby. His book, “The Gingerbread Man,” was published in fall of 
1974 by Lippincott Co. Very active in the Fellowship of Christian Athletes. 


JACK McMAHON... 
director of player personnel and assistant coach who joined team late 


in 1972-73. Rated an outstanding evaluator of court talent due to his 
long experience in pro basketball. Former coach of the Cincinnati 
Royals and San Diego Rockets in the NBA. Also piloted Kansas City in 
1961-62 in American League prior to coaching Chicago Zephyrs in NBA 
for half a season.

At San Diego he also served 
as club’s general manager and had the most successful expansion draft in league history in 
1967. Played collegiately at St. John’s and spent eight years in NBA after leading St. John’s 
into two NCAA and two NIT tourneys. Played 3 years with Rochester before going to St. 
Louis to help 1957-58 Hawks win the NBA title. Has 26 consecutive years in pro basketball as 
player, coach or scout. Married to former Kay Woods and has two sons and a daughter. He 


was born December 3, 1929. 


BILLY CUNNINGHAM 
Billy Cunningham, one of the most popular players in the 
history of the Sixers, assumed the Sixers coaching reins 
on November 4, 1977 to currently rank as the NBA’s 
youngest coach at 35. He returned to the NBA after retir- 
ing as a player just before the start of the 1976-77 season 
when a knee injury he suffered 20 games into the 1975-76 
campaign failed to respond to treatment. 

He played 11 years in the pro ranks after being the No. 1 
draft choice of the Sixers in 1965 following a collegiate 
career at North Carolina. The Brooklyn native starred for 
the Sixers (1965-66 through 1971-72), and then switched to 

Sak 8 the ABA Carolina Cougars. He returned to the Sixers for 
the 1974-75 campaign to add two more seasons to his career. 

Billy was a key member of the 1966-67 NBA champions. He was chosen on the League All- 
Stars First Team in 1968-69, 1969-70 and 1970-71 and on the second team in 1971-72. He 
played in four All-Star games. He was the ABA’s MVP in 1972-73. In his NBA career he played 
654 games and tallied 13,626 points for a 20.8 average. His best year was 1969-70 when he 
registered 2114 points for a 26.1 average. In his best ABA season he scored 2028 points (24.1 
ave.) to win the MVP laurels. 

He played high school basketball at Eramus in Brooklyn. He is married (wife Sondra) and 
has daughters Stephanie and Heather. He was born June 3, 1943. 


CHUCK DALY 


Chuck Daly, holder of the best intra-city coaching record 
in the history of the Big Five, is in his second but first full 
season as assistant coach of the 76ers. In his six years at 
Penn, Daly compiled an overall 125-38 record (.744). His 
Penn teams won 20 of 25 of their Big Five games. 

In his career Chuck won four Ivy League titles and was 
twice runnerup. He took three Big Five titles outright and 
tied him for 17th among all-time college mentors.

HISTORY OF THE 76ERS 


Professional basketball in its modern phase has had two stages in this city. The first sec- 
tion comprised the career of the Warriors between 1946 and 1962 and saw two titles come 
here — 1947 when the immortal Joe Fulks hit his heights and 1956 in Tom Gola’s rookie 
season. 

When the Warriors were transferred to San Francisco at the close of the 1961-62 cam- 
paign, it appeared pro basketball would be just a memory. Irv Kosloff and the late Ike 
Richman, however, teamed to purchase the Syracuse Nats in the spring of 1963 and bring the 
franchise here. The team was renamed the 76ers and Dolph Schayes was named coach for 
the 1963-64 season. 

Dolph piloted the team for three seasons and in his final year he steered the 76ers to the 
Eastern Division titled aided by the addition of Wilt Chamberlain who came in January 1965 
in a deal with San Francisco. Alex Hannum took over the coaching reins in the 1966-67 
Season and led the team to a 68-13 record. The club went on to the NBA crown for the third ti- 
tle in the city’s history, a total exceeded only by Boston and Minneapolis. 

Hannum steered the team to its third straight Eastern Division title in 1967-68, and then the 
Jack Ramsay regime began. Ramsay had been the club’s GM during Hannum’s two years as 
coach and when Hannum left after the 1967-68 season, Jack assumed the coaching duties — 
along with his GM chores. He didn’t have Chamberlain who was traded to Los Angeles, but 
Still managed to finish second in the division that year. 

Ramsay relinquished the GM role to Don DeJardin just before the start of the 1970-71 
Season and confined his efforts to coaching for two seasons. For 1972-73 Roy Rubin suc- 
ceeded Ramsay until the All-Star game break when Kevin Loughery supplanted him. Gene 
Shue was named coach on June 15, 1973 and started the club’s resurgence in the 1973-74 
campaign. Pat Williams became the club’s GM in August 1974. Fitz Eugene Dixon, Jr. pur- 
chased the club from Kosloff in May 1976. Julius Erving was secured on October 21, 1976 
and the team won the Atlantic Division title and lost in the NBA finals. 

On November 4, 1977, Billy Cunningham replaced Shue as coach and led team to Atlantic 
Division title and to the Eastern Conference finals.

HISTORY OF NBA POINT DIFFERENTIAL 


This chart, researched by Richard Pfander of Battle Creek, Michigan, shows the point differential in all 
the 14,772 regular season games played in the NBA since its origin. The chart shows the number of times 
each point difference occurred and also what percent of all games ended with that difference. As the chart 
shows, a two point difference has occurred the most times (1081 times). There have been at least two 
games ending in differences from 1 through 49 points plus nine games in the 50s and 60’s. The largest 
margin of defeat was Los Angeles 162, Golden State 99 on March 19, 1972. More than 48 percent of all 


games ended with a margin of eight points or less.

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ANALYSIS OF NBA’S QUARTER SCORING 1977-78 


The accompanying chart shows the quarter scoring for and against NBA teams in the 1977-78 season. They show the teams 
by total points and by average points per period. They show that New York topped the league in points scored in the first 
period, the Sixers in the second, Washington in the third, San Antonio in the fourth and Milwaukee in overtime. They also 
show Atlanta scored the least points in the first period, Chicago in the second, Houston in the third, Milwaukee in the fourth 
and Houston in overtime. 

On defense, Portland allowed the least points in the first and second periods, Seattle in the third, Atlanta in the fourth and 
Houston in overtime. New York allowed the most points in the first period, Milwaukee in the second and third, San Antonio in 
the fourth and New York in overtime. 

Then we analyzed the 594 periods in which less than 20 points were scored and the 92 periods in which 40 or more points 
were tallied. We discovered that San Antonio had the least (10) sub 20-point periods and Atlanta the most (41). San Antonio 
had 11 40-point periods and Cleveland didn’t have any. 

On the defensive end, Portland limited foes to under 20 points on 42 occasions while New York and Washington only held 
down foes 16 times. As for the 40-point periods, 10 foes of Milwaukee and New Jersey hit the mark, while the Sixers, Atlanta, 
Chicago, and Seattle only allowed one foe to hit 40. No Sixer foe hit more than 40 points. 

If you check the totals, you’ll note that more (171) sub 20-point totals came in the second period (like last year) and the least 
(131) in the fourth (rd period last year). At the same time you'll find the most 40-point periods (43) came in the fourth period 
(like the last 2 years) and the least (13) in the second period (like last year). Sub 20-point periods dropped from 739 to 594 and 
40-point periods dipped from 99 to 92. .

The exact numbers 
were 549 games in which winners outscored losers and 297 games in which losers outscored winners in the 
first quarter. There were 56 ties. Winners outscored losers over 60 percent of the time in the fourth quarter. 
The exact numbers were 543 games in which the winner outscored the loser and 305 games in which the 
loser outscored the winner. There were 54 ties. The playoffs were a little different. Winners outscored losers 
only 49 percent of the time in the first quarter and losers outscored winners 43 percent of the time in the 
first quarter. Winners outscored losers 67 percent of the time in the final quarter and losers outscored win- 
ners 31 percent of the time. ;

WARRIORS HOLD IMPROVEMENT MARK 


The NBA champion that made the biggest improvement in games won the year after winning the title was 
Golden State in 1975-76 which improved by 11 games (48 wins to 59) to lead the pack. The Warriors are only 
one of 13 champions who improved. Seventeen other champions had worse records while one titleholder 
matched its victory total exactly. Other big improvements were 9 by 1977 Portland; 8 by 1952 Minneapolis 
and 1958 St. Louis; 7 by 1949 Minneapolis and 1959 Boston; 6 by 1966-Boston and 5 by 1957 Boston. The 
worst drop was by the 1969 champion Boston team which won 48 games in taking the. crown and dropped 
to 34 wins the following year. Other big drops were 10 by 1976 Boston, 9 by 1972 Los Angeles and eight by 
1947 and 1956 Philadelphia; 1955 Syracuse; 1965 Boston and 1970 New York.

The 

total of 119 is the low and so are the 57 points by Milwaukee (now the Atlanta Hawks). The lowest scoring 

playoff game found Ft. Wayne beating Syracuse, 74-71, April 7, 1955 at Indianapolis. The total of 145 points 


and the 71 by Syracuse are the lows. Buffalo scored 63 vs. Milwaukee Oct. 21, 1972 and Chicago 65 at 
Phoenix, Mar. 6, 1975.

DOMINANCE INDEX RATINGS 


Several years ago Sports Illustrated Magazine devised a Novel Dominance Index with the idea of showing 
via points how much a team dominated a season. To secure the figure for each team, the championship 
team’s average margin of victory is divided by the margin of victory of the second best team. In some cases, 
the team with the best win and loss record didn’t have the best margin of victory. All this deals with the 
regular season action and, naturally, there are many cases where the team with the best regular season 
record failed to win the playoffs. The best team according to this system is the 1955-56 Warriors who had a 
4.3 victory margin against an 0.7 differential for next best Boston. The best margin of victory was 12.3 for

LENGTH OF NBA’s 1977-78 GAMES 


This chart shows how long it took to play the league’s 902 games in the 1977-78 season. For each team it 
shows the total minutes of its games, home, away and overall; the length of a game broken down into hours 
(1:55.9 means 1 hr. 55.9 mins,), and the fastest and slowest games each team played. The chart shows 
Portland had the fastest games on its home court (1:59.3) and Houston played the fastest away (1:57.0). 
Houston was the fastest team overall with a 1:59.7 clocking. Atlanta was the slowest team at home (2.10.6), 
while New York (2:10.1) was the slowest team away. Atlanta was the slowest overall (2:08.9). Atlanta and 
Phoenix played the longest game of 3 hr. 2 mins., while the fastest games of 1 hr. 45 mins. were Golden 
State vs. New Orleans and Golden State at Milwaukee. For the triva fans adding all the 902 NBA games 
together would give you a total of 1,863 hours and 3 minutes which is 23 hrs. and 29 mins. longer than last 
year. The league average of 203.9 is 1.5 minutes slower than a year ago.

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SIXERS BIGGEST DRAW IN NBA ANNALS 


The Sixers of 1976-77 (632,994) were the biggest gate attraction in NBA history. They drew 
33 sellouts in 41 outings for a 15,439 average. In Buffalo they drew the largest Opening crowd 
in the Braves history two days after Julius Erving was signed. They drew the largest crowd of 
the year in Kansas City and the two largest in New Orleans including a then record breaking 
27,383. They drew sellouts in both their appearances in Atlanta, Washington, Houston, San 
Antonio, Cleveland, Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, Denver, Los Angeles, Golden State, 
Portland, Seattle, New York and Boston and in their lone game in Phoenix. They drew 
sellouts in one of their two games in both New Orleans and Indiana. Only in Buffalo, Kansas 
City and the Nets did they fail to have any sellouts. Their smallest road crowd was 8,792 at 
Buffalo in a rescheduled snowed-out game. Their only other crowd under 10,938 was a 9,633 
total in their first game with the Nets. By divisions they sold out all 9 games in the Pacific 
Division; 11 out of 12 in the Central Division, 9 out of 12 in the Midwest Division and only 4 
out of 8 in the Atlantic Division. They also had sellouts in all 9 road playoff games.
